TEXNUE Committee of the Nottingham 

Hebrew Congregation, anxious to meet 
the religious w.ntsof the Jewish community 
of the town ard its vicinity, earnestly appeal 
for help to their brethren in faith, and to 
their fellow townsemen of other denomina 
tions, 

They beg to submit the following facts to

There is no Synagogue within about 40 

milea of Nottingham, 

With few exe eptions the Jewish residenta 
belong to the poorer classes, 

A very considerable increase has taken

As an important labour centre, the town 
is likely to continue to attract a large 
number of Jewish poor. 

Hitherto worship. has been carried on, and

It is now proposed to erect a simple struc- 
tare comprising Synagogue for 300 
worshippers and a school room with 
accommodation for about Sv pupils,

position has been purchased for £1, 00, 

The building, plans for which have already 
been prepared, will cost about £2,000, 

Towards the amount of £3,000 thus re- 
quired, the sam of £1,500 has been 
promited by the present and Jate meinbers 
of the Nottingham Hebrew Congregation 
(£1,150 of which has already been re- 
ceived by the Treasurer). 

The Committee cherish the hope that with 
the generous aid of the Jewish and general 
public, they will be enabled to carry to com- 
pletion the work they have taken in hand, 
andi to open the Synagogue and Schoola free 
from debt.

WATER-GAS PROVED A COMMER- 
CIAL SUCCESS. 
SAVING OF £10,000 PER ANNUM 
IN ONE WORKS ALONE, 
BRITISH WATER-GAS SYN- 
DICATEH (Limite:). 
WATER-GAS., 
The following Extract from the “ Times” of 
Januar 2ad, 1889, relative to tho manna- 
facture and application of Water-gas, is 
reprinted for general informativn. 
WATER-GAS. 

“ Por many years past attempts have been 
made at interv.ls to prodace what is known 
as water-gas—that ir, gas resulting from the 
decomposition of water. Experimentally 
there have been sevéral successes, but prac- 
tically and commercial'y up to the present 
time, as far as we are aware. these have been 
only failures. These failures have minly 
arisen from the difficulty experienced in 
separatiog the water-gas from the other pro- 
ducts. This diflicalty has now been over- 
come, not by one invention, but by the com- 
bination of the best features of several 
inventions having fur their object the 
manufacture of water-gas. What is more, the 
atented inventions which have been com- 
bined in the new process are not those of cne 
inventor or of one country, but represent 
several inventors and several nationalities— 
namely, England, Germany, America, and 
Sweden. The amalgamation of these various 
patents and the beneficial results which have 
accrued therefrom came about by reason of 
the exigencies o' manufacture of corrugated 
boiler flues and press-flanged steel frame 
plates for railway rolling stock at the Leeds 
Forge Company's Works, Leeds, The metal- 
lurgical operations carried out there de- 
minded fuel of a higher calorific intensity 
than could be obtained from either the 
generator gas of the Siemens producer, or 
ordinary coal gas, Mr. Samson Fox, the 
managing -director, therefore turned his 
attention to water-gas, and, having carefully 
considered the whole question, decided upon 
utting down a water-gas plant at the Leeds 
Posen. The works were begun on September 
29, 1887, and on March 29, 1888, plant 
capable of producing 40,000 cubic feet of 
water-gas per hour was started, and has since 
been in constant operation with rfect 
suc’ess, and without interruption. The gas 
rodaced gives every satisfaction, not oaly 
or metallurgical, but also for lightaing 
purposes, the whole of the works being 
sapplied with jt. 
“Water-gas_ is the result of a chemical 
reaction which takes place in passing: steam 
throngh incandescent carbonaceous matter, 
and may be considered as the practical result 
on a wholesale scale of the ordinary labora- 
tory experiment of decomposing water by 
patsing steam through a iron 
tube. Inthe water-gas apparatus the fuel, 
which at Leeds Forge is coke, is raised to a 
high temperature in a generator by the aid 
of an air-blast. ‘The blowing is continued 
for abonat ten minutes, by which time the 
fuel has reached a dull red heat. During 
this period what is known as producer-gas 
is given off, and this is led away to a range 
of Lancashire boilers, where it is utilised 
in raising steam for the engines in the 
works, At the end of ten minutes the valves 
are reversed, the air-blast being stopped 
and the further exit of producer-gas to the 
boilers prevented. Steam is then admitted 
at the top of the generator for four minutes, 
and, passing down through the incandescent 
fuel, becomes decomposed, and a fixed gas 
results. This gas as formed passes away to 
ascrubber, where it is treated much in the 
same way as ordinary coal-gas, From the 
scrubber it passes to the gas-holder, where it 
is stored for use for metallurgical purposes 
n the works, such as heating and welding. 
For indoor illuminating purposes a portion of 
the gas is conducted from the gas-holder to 
the purifiers, where its purification is effected 
by means of oxide of iron. It wil! thus be seen 
that the procers consists of alternately blowing 
the generator hot and making gas, and that a 
run of gas is made every 15 minutes, during 
which time the yield from each generator is 
about 17,500 cubic feet of producer-gas and 
5,000 cubic feet of pure water gas for heatin 
aid lighting purposes. The gas is also use 
most successfully for driving gas engines.

THE FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
‘ Sir,—I regret to see by your editorial note last week that you blame the Federa- 
. tion of Synagogues for having dropped the word “ Minor” from its title, and that 
you believe that rivalry or hostility to the United Synagogue is thereby intended. 

I think that an explanation is necessary to prevent the withdrawal of your sup- 
port of a movement which you have advocated for the last twenty years, and which 
with pradence and pience is destined to be most beneficial to the Jewisa working 
Classes. 

1am therefore obliged to notice the report ‘of the Executive Committee of the 
United Synagogue which I shalldo as briefly as possible. This is the more neces- 
sary, as I am advised not to attend the Council meeting this evening. My relative 
Mr. B. L. Cohen, who has prepared the report, has at least the merit of consistency 
Already a year ago he was opposed to any grant to the Federation as “ hedid not wish 
t» consolidate it.” Almost all the other leaders of the Council have profeseed 
the best intentions towards our organisation, and a compromise was pro- 
posed by two or three of them and accepted by me, to the following effect. That the 
representation of the Federation at the Shechita Board be reduced from five to 
three, and that the fifth of the surplus profits should be granted for one year only. The 
extraordinary change of front which took place at the Council meeting on December 
ith last, and the painful scene which followed, are matters of history which need not 
be recalled except to state that an adverse decision was thenceforward a foregone con - 
clusion. The report itaelf need only be quoted tobe answered. The independence of 
the Board of Shechita is questioned by recording acts of independence in the past. 
Taxation of cattle is not taxation of meat. The disbursement of £4,600 a year by the 
Council for communal purposes is advanced as areason why the Federation which 
claims £100, should not have the control of that small sum. 

Although the report is lengthy it is not exhaustive, because it omits to refer to 
an important paragraph in the letter addressed by the Federation to the Council 
proposing reciprocal representation at each of the respective Boards so as to ave d 
any possible rivalry. I pass from the report to explain that the omission of the worn 
“ Minor” was required by the New Dalston Synagogue when joining the Federaticn 
They naturally objected to be classed as a minor synagogue ; their association with our 
movement was very advantageous. Their congregation will attract Jews now resident 
in Whitechapel who are likely to swell the number of theirmseatholders ; no doul t 
this migration will be mutually beneficial. To ask such isolated orthodox syna. 
gogues to federate cannot be considered in any way hostile to the United Syuagozue, 
because for yearsthey have been unable or unwilling to join the latter body. 

Besides, federating is not, uniting, and at any time a federated synagogue can by 
giving notice ‘withdraw from the Federation and join the United Synagogue. No 
doubt even the required notice would be waived if the congregation desired it. 
Where, then, is the rivalry, where is the hostility, thereis not a shadow of founda. 
tion for such a contention. Rivalry to.do good should be desired, but it cannot exit 
where the spheres of action are distinct. However, it is asserted that the wa' s 
have been troubled and that is sufficient, although when the arrangemeut arrive ‘ uw 
was rejected on December 4th, the word “ minor” was not omitted, neither had the 
Federation sought the adhesion of isolated orthodox synagogues. Our future course 
is plain, we must work out our own career without the co-operation of the Council 
of the United Synagogue. We may renew our proposals to that body year by year 
until they are accepted. In the meantime our case can be left to the impar. .1 
judgment of the Jewish public.

INTERNAL PROPAGANDA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir.—Your leader in last week's issue contains an error of some importance 
which, in the interests of the community, should reeeive correction. Speaking of 
Dr. Hermann Adler's Volume of Sermons on the doctrinal grounds of differences 
between Judaism and Christianity, the leader states :— They have been out of 
print for many years, and the only way in which they can still be obtained is in a 
Marathi translation, which, we fear, would be useless to most. of our readers.

On Isaiah Ix. 1, 2, 3. 

On Future Judgments.

JUDAISM AND NATURE, 
TO THE KDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHROSICLE,” 

Sin,—Your high-toned and eloquent leading article under the above heading in 
your issue of the 31st ult. must have been very welcome to those who cherish our 
religious institutions for their simple and natural origin, rather than for the aceu- 
mulation of homiletical extravagances through which their meaning is often obscured 
and rometimes lost altogether. It is to be regretted that, as an introduction to your 
otherwise most valuable article on “ Internal Propaganda,” such a sentence should 
have been conceived as that which sets forth that “The Festival just paes eoege 
that always recalls to thoughtful Jews the more dogmatic side of their religion.” I 
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¥enttife to submit that the recent Festival is just the one above all others which is 
éalculated to do nothing of the kind. The establishment of Shevuos is quite inde- 
pendent of the Revelation. That the anniversary of the Revelation occurs on Pente- 
cost is an accident, Had the Law been given in the middle of the winter we should 
atill be keeping Shevuos which is essentially a summer festival and which, ages 
hefore anything like what we understand as revelation, was the response of grateful 
humanity for the bounteous provision of nature. I need not say how greatly I prize 
all the influences engendered by the anniversary of the Revelation. What I take 
exception to, however, is that even so important an event should be made to over 
shadow and to limit by dogma the scope and influence of a festival, the importance 
of which to us is just its effacement of dogmatic differences in the common claims of 
nature on thinking mankind. When I read a Rabbinical commentary which suggests 
that plante are placed in the synagogue because the Law was given on a green 
mountain (!!') [am tempted to think that, to the professional homilist, may be 
applied what Sir Thos. Browne said of himself,“ When I cannot satisfy my reason I 
like to recreate my fancy.” Truly a grand proof of the strength of Judaism is its 
survival of much of its recognised exposition. I read—to my great astonishment— 
in the Pentecost article of one of your contemporaries something quite like an adver- 
tisement that “ in consequence of the present commercial tendencies of our race, the 
natura! aspect of festivals like Shevuos is to be considered as» abandoned until 
further notice.” It is just the very commercial tendencies alluded to which should 
make absolute the saferuarding of features of our religion that keep us in touch 
with nature. I think, moreover, that we would do well to cling, where we can, to 
the orizinal meaning of institutions which were called into existence by what Max 
Miiller has described as “the secret yearning after the true but unknown God,” and 
which even when in the form of idolatry were often deeper homage to God than the 
mot cultured of what you have termed “ distinctly theological " observances. The 
Revelation did not place aside already existing natural religion, but it hallowed and 
refined it. There are reasons enough for “ the more dogmatic side” of our faith. I 
do not wish to derogate either from their importance or their number. It is because 
they are «o numerous and ro decided that it seems to me to be all the more urgently 
necessary that festivals which were a common bond of -brotherhood between the 
early fathers of the human race should remain, undisturbed, the happy means by 
‘which those with differences “ distinctly theological,” are bound at the same time to 
each other and to God.

THE LATE DR. HENRY LIPPERT op 


NICE,

The late Dr. Henry Lippert, whose death in Paris on the 30 
announced in the Jewish Chronicle of the 31st ult., was born at Leipsic in Jute :

He removed to the Riviera in consequenc: of failing health. 
after settling in Nice he acquired an eminent reputation in bis profersion—, » 
tation which spread throughout the Continent. He contribated a grest bo 
scientific and medical publications and was widely recognised ATONE medical ; 
all over Europe as one of the most skilful and traly scientific of their body - 
Dr. Lippert received many orders and decorations from foreign soversig 
including the Emperor of Germany and the King of Denmark, The Grand Dukeg 
Saxe Coburg Gotha, the brother of the late Prince Albert highly prized his ty 
advice. His Serene Highnees constavtly visitel Dr. Lippert during his long w 
painful illness, as did also the Prince of Oldenburg. A few weeks befor: bis dee 
the King of Wurtemburg calied to see hin and conferred upon him one of his hirhs 
orders.

The Rabbi delivered an impressive adjnuy 
the grave, in which he dweit on the fine virtues and the intellectual gifts whid 
distinguished the deceaced, Few men have earned so widespread and genuinew 
esteem as this good man enjoyed. It can truly be said that everybody whotnes 
him acquired not only a respect for his elevated character and brilliant taleats 
an actual affection. Ile was endowed with one of thos» rare temperaments qhid 
conquer as much by gentler qualities as thoy win respect by their s'rong indir 
duality. . The combination of intcilectual etreng h with that enthoam & 
humanity which manifests itself in acts of tenderness t» the poor, tochildrenaws 
all who appear to have any claim upon the personal sympathies was one ol teas 
striking features in his character. 

A man, without the prejudices of nationality or of creed, to whow perhaps

THE JEWS IN JERUSALEM. 


In reply to an appeal under the above heading published by the Earl of Meath 
in the Times of the 5th inst., on behalf of the Hospital in Jernsalom which is main- 


tained by the London Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, the fol- 
lowing letters have appeared in the same journa] :— , 
Sir,—In common, doubtless, with many of yonr readors, I haye read with great 


interest, the Earl >f Meath’s letter which appeared in our issué Of Wednesday last 
Bat, having visited Jerusalem several mont after his lordship, A 
attention to the hospital question, I may be permitted to correct: gome of his facts.

As a Jew, I would crave leave to protest azainst mifsionary tactic: which seek 
to apostatize my brethren ander colour of physical benefit. Therd's:ems something 
mean and tin-English in an attempt to seduce a patient from his religion, when too 
fecble iti mind or ody to tesist the fair Words ‘and specious argumtat:—and tangi- 
hie bribes—of'a trained sopbist. 

Cosversionists have an uceuviable notoriety for making bad Jews into worse 
Christians, at an éxpense of some thousand pounds a head. Ope does not question 
the aineerjty of individuals connected with any particular society. Dr. Wheeler, 
whose acquaintance [ was glad to make, seemed thorougbJy earnest, and Brabazon 
and Meath arc names which savour of philanthropy. The noble lord is affectiona’ely 
remembered by soveral of my corvligionists at Jerusalem, aod that wot} not be the 
ease had he persons!ly t:ied to convert a single one of them. Snrely zoalbuis Chris- 
tians would not justify pernicious methods by the end, even if that end were the 
baptism of a Jew; and that Jew a resident in Jerusalem: For missionaries like 
Father Damien and Dr. Livinget ne we Jews have the profoundest respect, and per- 
haps we would regard with something warmer than equanimity an attemp? to 
reclaim the heathen inhabitants of St. George's parish, east or west, bat we resent, 
though we do not fear, interference with oursel vés, 

For details as to the Jernsalem Hospital I may perhaps be allowed to refer to a 
letter of mine which appeared in the Jewish Chroniclé of The Istof February. Ono 
little fact may interest your readers, The medical superintendent of the Rothschild 
Hospital, Dr. Israel d'Arbela, was at Zanzibar when Stanley started on the Emin 
expedition. ‘The doctor vaccinated the great explorer’s dusky following, and was 
the last Earopean to bid him farewell.

Sir,—The Earl of Meath’s letter which you print :d yesterday is likely to mislead 
many philanthropic persons as to the object of charity in Jerusalem for which he 
pleads, I have no doubt about the motives of Lord Meath ; I believe that they are 
as truly indicated by his genuine love of humanity as are all the other generous 
schemes which he encourages and initiates. But the poor and inyalided Jews in 
Jerusalem are in no need of help from the London Society for Promoting Christianity 
among the Jews, to whose offices, the noble Lord informs us this particular hospital 
isdue. That society's objects are not the unmixed philanthropy which Lord Meath 
seems to suppose. Their purpose is simp! 
the Jews and to make them Christians. I'he hospital is one of their plans of cam- 
pa'go,a mode of projagativg the Gospel, and not the most honourable and straight- 
forward method of doing so. The Jewish communities of London; Paris, and 
Vienna are not only quite capable of caring for the sufferings of their poor co- 
religionists in the Holy Land, but they do provide ample succour of every kind for 
theee unfortunate persons, The society in Lincoln's-inn-fields are as well aware of 
these facts asI am, They koow that the hospital is not required, but they have 
established it because it is their belief that by taking charge of poor persons when 
they are tick and dying they will have a be ter opportunity of converting them to 
Christianity than under other circumstances, Hence this appeal to which Lord 
Meath has lent his name, and his support is not primarily an appeal on behalf of the 
sick, but itis an appeal on behalf of spreading the Christian religion amovug persons 
of another creed, That object is doubtless a worthy one in the opinions of a great 
mavy good persons, but it ought not to be confounded with any other, The poorcet 
Jews in Jerusalem or anywhere else woall sooner die than enter a hospital which 
receives them oa false pretences, and with the objeot ef depriving them of their 
faith, which they hold asa far more precious thing than life itself, Those who 
would go there would do so in ignorance and under deception. Therefore the insti- 
tution is foundel and conducted on principles waich cannot commend themselves 
to high-minded English Christians. Iam aware that there are people who believe 
that the end justifies the means ; but to those who think that the end is not juscified 
where the means are clandestine and deceitful I beg to subnit this warning. I 
am not out of sympathy with the spirit of the missionary. Lvery person who be- 
lieves his religion to be true mast desire to sprealit, ant TI for one would desir»

If, as the symptom and symbol of union, it was to be defended, as the 
emb<diment of a tendency to disruption it is to be condemned. 

That the leading spirits of the Federation are under the influence of 
this tendency is unhappily only too clear, We should not bo inclined to lay 
any great stress upon the change of name which has been effected by striking 
oat from the title of “ Federation of Minor Synagogues” the word “ Minor,” 
were not the motive of the alteration unmistakably evidenced by other cir- 
cumstances. Originally instituted as an association of East End Chevras, 
the Federation has now eniarged its boundaries, and enrolled the New 
Dalston Synagogue and the South East London Synagogue. Nor are we 
permitted to regard these as merely chance and isolated incidents, It appears 
to be-the avowed object of the Federation to spread its net as widely as pos- 
sible, for the purpose of bringing in every outlying congregation, without 
regard to considerations of geography. Ina the course of a speech delivered 
a short time ‘back, Mr, Mowyracv, the President 
ofthe Iederation, is represented as having expressed the hope that the 
example of the New Dalston Synagogue woull be followed by all the other 
‘isolated orthodox synagogues in the community.” Itis only too certain, 
then, that the Federation has changed not only its name but. its objects 
likewise. Tnten ted at first to strengthen the United Synag ue by bringing 
it into closer touch with the East End Jews, it now aims at weakening the 
United Synagogue by ec ympeting with it on itsown ground, Once solely a 
combination of Chevras associated for the communal benefit, it has become a 
source of communal disanion, all the more dangerous because the schism is 
being fomented under the pretence of preventing it, 

Attempts will doubtless be made to prove that this new departure of 
the Federation is perfectly harmless; but we fear that they will not be success- 
ful. We do not doubt the purity of Mr. Monraao’s intentions, for which 
we refer our readers to his able letter in another column, But in practical 
life it is necessary to judge of actions, not by the motives which dictate 
them but by their inevitvble consequences. It will be difficult to refute 
the statement that every “ isolated orthodox synagogue” which the Federa- 
tion succeeds in enrolling is a possible recruit filched from the United 
Synagogue, and therefore a possible source cut off whence further co-opera- 
tion in the discharge of the communal obligations might have been obtained, 
That so many London Jews shirk their share of the financial burdens. of 
the community isa fact to be deplored ; bat that an organisation ostensibly 
founded to promote the communal well-being should practically aid and abet 
them in such meanness is a thousand times more lamentable. That 
the policy is short-sighted becomes clear when it is remembered 
that to inflict injury upon the United Synagogue is really to do harm to the 
East End Jews, the promotion of whose interests is usually supposed to be 
the paramount concern of the Federation. Ina proportion as the financial 
and moral strength of the United Synagogue is impaired, or prevented from 
attaining its legitimate development, so must its power of accomplishing the 
schemes it contemplates for the benefit of the Jewish working classes be 
diminished, The realisation of projects for providing an enlightened and 
attractive form of worship for the poor of the East Kad, and for bringing to 
bear upon them the best moral and civilizing influences, is obviously 
threatened by every step calculated to undermine the position of the only 
institution that is able to carry out such aims, The policy, then, which the 
Federation has lately thought fit to adopt, is one that ought to be 
strenuously resisted out of regard for the interests of the East Kad Jew 
as well as the interests of the community at large. 


Apart from the deliverance of the President, to which we have 
already referred, the various demands of the Federation are on record, 
and they only too plainly evidence the animus of those who have 
formulated them. The proposal, for example, that a portion of the Shechita 
Board surplus should be handed tothe lederation, to be paid out again by 
the Federation as a contribution in aid of the communal expenditure—a 
purpose to which it would be applied even if there were no Federation at all— 
1s not only puerile, but disingenuous. The Federation apparently would make 
a show of sharing in the discharge of the communal obligations without 
having to bear the discomfort of the thing itself, Ifthe Mederation is sin- 
cere, why does it not make a respectable contribution to the Cuter Rannt’s 
Fund, or to a furd for the payment of anu additional Dayan, without waiting 
for the results of its haggling about this miserable hundred pounds? It is 4 
painful thing to say——but in candour it must be said —that it is the distrust of 
the motives of the Federation—a distrust which has been created by its mode 
of action rather than an invincible dislike of the demand on its merits—that is 
answerable for the refusal of the United Synagogue to accede to 
the request of the Federation. Equally objectionable is the spirit 
shown by the suggestion that a representative of the Iederation should 
be admitted on the Conjoint Flour Committee, in order, forsvvth, that the 
Federation should be able to make that formal declaration of the 
religious fitness of London motzas, which, according t » the Mederation, is not 
reliable when coming from the Ecclesiastical Authorities. Nothing could 
demonstrate more unequivocally either the failure of the Federation to con- 
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ceal its true aims or its determination to throw off the mask altogether and : 


boldly to identify itself with a policy of disruption. To declare that the 
dictum of the Ecclesiastical Authorities is not valid at the East End unless 
it receive the imprimatur of the Federation—a lay body pure and simple— 
is an exhibition of childish arrogance which would be ludicrous did it not 
strike at the very foundations on which the community rests as a religious 
organisation. We write forcibly on the subject of these proposals because 
it is proper that the community should clearly see what they really mean. 
The very natural sympathy that is felt with the privations of the Jewish poor 
must not blind us to the dangers which would threaten the communal 
stability were the aims of the Federation, which, after all, represents only a 
section of the East End Jews, permitted to triumph. Even the claims of 
the working classes must lose their force when they como into collision with 
the paramount interests of the whole community. Bat, as a matter of fact, 
there is no such conflict. The trae welfare of the toiling masses at the Kast 
End is bound up in the general well-being, just as those masses are indisso- 
lubly knit into the entire communal fabric. If we are to promote that 
welfare we must heartily encourage a body like the Federation in every 
honest effort it may make in the direction of communal consolidation. But, 
with the sane object in view, we must as strenuously oppose every project that 
would. make such an organisation a source of disruption hidden under the 
guise of a unifying force, an apostle of war preaching in the sacred name of 
peace,

Their trading colonies were found 
in Greece, in Macedon, in Cyprus, and the Isles, in the commercial vities of Asia 
Vinor, even to the Black Sea shores; in Italy also, and in Imperial Rome, Cuvwsar 
fsyoared them, but Tiberius and Claudius found them too strong for the less push- 
ng Roman traders, and drove them out. The Jew is always being driven out, and 
comes back again always. His energy cannot be repressed. Whether as the rich 
merchant bringing silks from the Chinese janks at Aden, or as the poor pedlar ia 
broken glass and matches, the thin, shabby gaberdine, the long tide-locka, the lean 
face and piercing eyes, were found in every city of the Mediterranean ; the cheap 
wares and humble, courteous carriage of the trader commended him to the thrifty 
housewife, and for the spendthrift he had always money ready, with the remoté 
possibility of usurious recompense.” ; 

What spiritual lesson did the Jewa convey with their cheap lamp-wicks and 
(riental draperies ? ‘They found in fall swing the annual orgies of Dionysus, 
the furious and drunken bacchants racing naked through the woods, the fawns 
ind dogs torn to pieces alive in honour of the god who was himself so torn. At 
Vethana when the East wind withered the vines, two men were sent to the 
wertd grove holding a cock between them by the legs. They ran in opposite 
directions tearing the bird asux.der, and buried the halves on the other side of 
the wool. In the autumn when the grapes were ripe, the boys were flogged 
before the altars, the women were scourged in honour of Bacchus. Processions 
with obscene emblems, boys and girls singing obscene songs, nightly torch 
dances, the general and furious drunkenness of a Saturnalia, when men were 
iressed as women and slaves insulted their masters ; these were customs among 
the populace, while the educated classes dabbled in philosophy and doubt. 
Lverywhere were to be seen the rude stones or ruder wooden crosses which for 
ceoturies had been adored as gods. Everywhere there were votive dolls of 
vronze or of pottery, little vicious sculptures, paintings that we now hide in 
wecret parts of our maseums. The abhorrent castom of human sacrifice exten- 
tively prevailed, At Thargelia two human scapegoats were flogged to the shore 
with igs tied to their necks, and burned alive, At Rhodes, Salamis, Heliopolis, 
Vuios, Tenedoe, in Lacedaemonia, in Athens, the slave, the stranger, or the prisoner 
va oil-red yearly. The women no longer immolated themselves to the river 
Lephissus ; they flung into the stream in memory of the mors savage rites locks 
of their hair instead, bat the Ionians went-on yearly sacrificing a youth or a 
maiden to the crael Artemis, in whose honour also beasts and birds were driven 
alive into the bonfires. The Jew saw before him the heathen “ enfl uning them- 
selves with idols under every green tree, slaying the children in the villages 
under the clefts of the rocks.” He asked indignantly, “Shall I give my first- 
born for my transgression, the fruit of my body for tke sin of my soul ?”

Thea there was 
another cause of fear in the somewhat capricious temper of Elijah, who asaally sat 
under the tree of life counting up your sins, When the dogs capored you kaew 
Elija was near, - « « At weddiog feasts you mast always leave an empty chair 
for him to occupy.” 

Thus the writer somewhat flippantly deals with Blio THuinovi, mixiag up 
genuine parts of Jewish b lief with te superstitious accretions from tho nations 
by which we have been surrounded. But he recognizes the force of the per- 
sistent preactiing of the Hebrew, “the Lord isQae aad His name One,” in the 
face of the murderous and adaltsrous Pantheon of the heathens. “What doth 
the Lord reqnire of thee, but to do justly and to love mercy, and to walk hambly 
with thy God.” 

Coming to the p rsonal history of Pan! he tolla a rationalistic story of the 
crucifixion and the resurrection. Jeans wad not long upon the cross ; he may 
have been not dead bat ina trance when tiken dowa ; he m iy have lived agaia 
long enough to say & few words before passing away. Taal, in an uncritical age, 
accepted from credalous peasants a thiag he had aot seon himeelf, Ho himeelf, 
though educated at the feet of Gamliel, had only the Rabbinical training of one 
taught to accept tradition, not the modern scientific discipline which teaches to 
enquire into the source of every belief. The dissension botween Peter and 
Paul is lightly spoken of. It appears that Peter ate t’rifa and concealed the 
fact ; while Paul, a roformer, mide no mystery of his partaking tho meals of the 
Gentiles. So we see the beginning of the separation between the Jewish- 
Christians, and the Christians who were to convert the world by being more of 
it. ‘The biographer follows Paul from his native Cilician city of Tarsas, to 
Jerusalem, and to Damascus. After his acceptance of Christ, his career of a 
teachor in Israel is closed to him. He becomes a carpet-maker and a wanderer 
in the earth ; on his retarn to Jerusalem is arrested, and sent for trial to Rome 
where we lose sight of him in that early Transtiberine Ghetto.
